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MOVE TO BOOST 
SPORT AT PARK 


E-CIGARETTES 

Vaping may be used 
to help kick the habit 

SMOKERS in Sandwell could become 
some of the first in the country to be given 
e-cigarettes for free to help them quit. 

Councillors in Sandwell claimed the use 
of e-cigarettes would help some of the bor¬ 
ough’s 55,000 smokers kick the habit. 

Kits cost on average around £20 and 
replacement fluid about £10-a-week for 
smokers trying to stop. 

It comes after Public Health England 
said e-cigarettes are 95 per cent less harm¬ 
ful than tobacco. The health body says that 
e-cigarettes could be prescribed on the 
NHS in future to help smokers quit.

A BLACK Country park is in 
line for a £500,000 makeover, 
including new sports pitches, 
changing rooms, a communi¬ 
ty centre and extra parking. 

People have been calling for im¬ 
provements to Homer Hill Park in 
Cradley for years. This week cam¬ 
paigner hailed the news that plans 
have now been submitted to the 
council as ‘wonderful and a massive 
boost’. 

The scheme includes the creation of a sports 
pavilion, new flood-lit pitches and changing 
rooms. 

Other improvements earmarked for the site 
include converting the under-used basketball 
courts into extra car parking and building a 
new community room. 

Hundreds of footballers use the park, includ¬ 
ing Halas Hawks which has 24 teams. 

Secretary Bob Hickman said: “Generally, we 
have around 60 or 70 players using the pitches 
on the park every weekend and this will be a 
boost to the youngsters. 

Needed 

“Improvements to the park have been needed 
for some time so it is great these plans have 
now been submitted.” 

It is hoped the scheme will be approved by 
planners by the end of this year. 

Councillor Richard Body, who has cam¬ 
paigned for improvements to the park in Homer 
Hill Road for years, said: “It is wonderful this 
scheme has now been submitted to the council. 

“Hopefully a decision will be made quickly 
and this work can begin. I am certainly not ex¬ 
pecting any objections. 

“Improvements are desperately needed at 
the park, which is a very well-used facility. 

“The additional parking will mean more 
community events can be held and make things 
easier for those who use the park regularly. 

“A lot of football teams use the park and this 
will be a massive boost for them.” 

The project has been funded by £250,000 
from the sale of the old Cradley High School 
site, which has now been developed into apart¬ 
ments for older people, and the same amount 
in match funding. 

Changing rooms are currently provided in 
two temporary mobile buildings at the park, 
which have been used for several years. Under 
the plans, the former park office of the coun¬ 
cil’s Green Care maintenance team will house 
changing rooms, plus modern toilets and show¬ 
ers. 

A community room will be added to the side 
of the building along with more toilets and ba¬ 
by-changing facilities. 

The existing changing room buildings will be 
removed and flood-lit sports pitches created in 
their place and fenced. 


CLASSY GLASS BONUS FOR PUB’S NEW LANDLADY

IT has been hidden for 50 years but now a 
charming stained glass window has been un¬ 
covered at a Black Country pub and restored 
to its former glory. 

The stunning window was found at The 
Wheatsheaf in Turner’s Hill, Rowley Regis, 
during a revamp of the building which dates 
back to the 1930s. 

New landlady Sara Harvey said she could 
not believe her eyes when she discovered the 
window hidden behind several boards. 

“I bought the pub nine weeks ago and I 
wanted to re-decorate and bring it back to 


life,” she said. “I was looking into fixing the 
air conditioning when I discovered a false ceil¬ 
ing that was put in after the war. I removed 
several boards to find behind this beautiful 
stained glass window was displayed. 

“I was so stunned at what I had found. Un¬ 
less you see it in person you can’t really take 
it in, as when the light is shining through it 
looks amazing. It has really brought the pub 
to life. 

“It was near enough in perfect condition 
but I cleaned each bit of it myself to make it 
look pristine. 


“There were no broken or missing pieces of 
it — it was just breathtaking.” 

The window sits underneath the main sign 
of the pub and is now visible from the outside. 

The leaded stained glass depicts the scene 
of a wheatsheaf to the backdrop of the sun, 
with its rays as individual glass panes. Doves 
are also featured. 

It is thought that the window may have 
been covered during the 1950s due to chang¬ 
ing fashions. 

Miss Harvey has now bought spotlights to 
make the window look extra special at night.

A DRIVER had a lucky escape after his 
car left the road and crashed into a tree 
in Dudley.

Fire chiefs said the driver was ‘very 
lucky’ to escape serious injury. 

Fire service spokesman Matthew 
Smith said the driver had suffered 
minor injuries. He was checked over by 


paramedics at the scene and taken to 
Russells Hall Hospital as a precaution. 

Mr Smith said: “One motor vehicle 
left the roadway and came to a rest on a 
grass verge on its side. 

“No persons were trapped and one 
man removed himself from the vehicle 
prior to our arrival.” 

West Midlands Ambulance spokes¬ 
man Jamie Arrowsmith said: “Apart 
from a few cuts to the back of his head, 
the male avoided any serious injury. 

“He was immobilised as a precaution 
and taken to Russells Hall.” 


Cannabis haul found 
at former charity base 


AROUND half a million pounds 
worth of cannabis was discov¬ 
ered growing in a former charity 
headquarters in Brierley Hill. 

Police discovered 1,000 plants in a 
raid on the former We Love Carers 
premises. 

It is one of the biggest recent hauls of 
drugs found by West Midlands Police’s 
cannabis disposal team. 

The team seized £2 million worth of the 
class B drug grown at sites across the West 
Midlands in July alone. 

Officers smashed into the premises, in 
Pearson Street, near Asda supermarket, at 
around lam on Tuesday morning, August 
25. 

Around 1,000 plants were discovered in 
various stages of growth at the building, 
close to Brierley Hill High Street. Investi¬ 
gations are still on ongoing after the police 
raid. 

It is thought the building was at risk of 
sparking a major fire due to the cannabis 
factory operation with wiring and growing 
equipment packed inside. 

Support 

Cannabis plants, some measuring five 
to six feet tall, were grown in pots in what 
was once the function room. The room had 
been used by the charity for exhibitions 
and fundraising nights and events. 

Large lighting rigs and ventilation fans 
towered over the plants in the room - 
alongside the club’s former glitterball over 
what was the dance floor. 

The main building was converted for of¬ 
fices and a community cafe where carers 
could meet for support groups. 

The charity started out as Insight for 
Carers before it changed its name. The 
premises were known as Insight House. 

A chaity spokesman confirmed it had 
moved out of the site in April and has been 
hosting sessions elsewhere. 

It had previously been home to Brierley 
Hill Labour Club. 

Mike Hall from West Midlands Police’s 
cannabis team said: “This is early stages 
at the moment and investigations are on¬ 
going. The information came in from a vig¬ 
ilant member of the public. 

“The building was also a very real fire 
risk with bypassed electricity feeding over 
a kilometre of improvised circuitry.”

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Idea to lock 
park gates 
over night 
is scrapped 

CONTROVERSIAL plans to lock the 
gates at Warley Woods at night follow¬ 
ing a spate of vandalism have been 
scrapped. 

Bosses were considering locking 
pedestrian gates between the hours 
of 6pm and 9am on a trial basis. But 
the proposal has now been dropped by 
Warley Woods Community Trust after 
it proved unpopular with visitors. 

Bosses have decided to look at other 
options to deter troublemakers. 

Cameras and security patrols of the 
100-acre site are among the sugges¬ 
tions put forward by the community, 
following damage caused to the golf 
cause at the popular beauty spot. 

Dozens attended a public meeting 
last month to object to the plans to 
lock the gates opposite Lenwade Road 
and Grove Road. 

Board members at Warley Woods 
Community Trust have been consid¬ 
ering their views and have decided not 
to press ahead with the trial. 

They say damage has left them out 
of pocket because of repeatedly having 
to clear up after the vandals and fear 
it will put golfers off visiting. 

Trust chairman Steve Eling, who 
is also a ward councillor, said: “The 
board met and gave detailed consid¬ 
eration to the problems and issues 
raised. 

“As a result, the Trust will not pro¬ 
ceed with the pilot scheme of locking 
the gates at night. 

“There is, however, still serious 
concern about the on-going levels of 
damage to the golf course.” 

Store plan at 
pub to go ahead 

ELEVENTH hour talks with Mar- 
ston’s have ended in disappointment 
for campaigners fighting to save a 
popular pub. 

Bill Etheridge MEP, who has led 
the campaign to prevent the Seven 
Stars in Sedgley, from being turned 
into a Morrisons supermarket, met 
with Marston’s boss Ralph Findlay. 

The Sedgley councillor said Mr 
Findlay confirmed the plans would 
go ahead. Dudley Council had refused 
permission but an appeal was upheld 
by the Planning Inspectorate. 

He said: “I will not give up on trying 
to save this pub until the doors close.” 

Last month up to 20 campaigners 
from the pub protested against the 
closure outside the brewers’ offices in 
Wolverhampton. 

Body found in car 
parked at hospital 

THE body of a woman was found in 
a car in the grounds of Dudley’s Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital on Friday. 

It comes after a 46-year-old woman 
was reported missing. The death is 
not being treated as suspicious.

Council finances 



'heading towards a 

COUNCIL budgets ‘are heading 
towards a cliff’ because of £10 bil¬ 
lion worth of extra costs, says a 
long-serving Dudley councillor. 

Reviews of business rates, cuts in rents 
and a planned increase in the minimum 
wage will add to the difficult decisions 
faced by councils already reeling from 
cuts to their Government grants, says 
former Dudley Council leader Councillor 
David Sparks. 

The past chairman of The Local Govern¬ 
ment Association (LGA), which represents 370 
authorities in England and Wales, says the 
Chancellor risks putting a burden on councils 
that can only be met by scaling back services or 
cutting them completely. 

“Local government finance has been heading 
towards a cliff for several years,” said Council¬ 
lor Sparks. “The decision to further reduce the 
ability of local authorities to control their costs 
brings that cliff nearer and nearer. 

“The LGA has to fight this Government’s 
proposals as they mean it is going to be increas¬ 
ingly difficult, if not impossible, in local author¬ 
ities like Dudley to make ends in future years.” 

Reduce 

Dudley Council is trying to reduce its spend¬ 
ing by £30 million a year as cuts have become 
a way of life across the West Midlands. But the 
LGA believes the upcoming spending review in 
November will bring new pressures. 

It has calculated Government policies over 
the next five years will cost councils £6.3 billion 
by 2020. This is on top of the £3.6 billion to 
maintain services at their current level based 
on demand and inflation. 

Costs include exempting house builders from 
Section 106 payments, which are levies placed 
on developers to fund road layouts and other 
local projects. The Government believes remov¬ 
ing these levies, worth on average £15,000 per 
home, will get 200,000 starter homes built as 
developers pass on the saving. 

Other pressures include setting aside £1.75 
billion to cover the high volume of business 
rate appeals expected after the 2017 revalua¬ 
tion. 

Also, councils are expecting to have to face 
costs when Universal Credit is rolled out to 
housing benefit claimants. The claimants will 
get the money paid directly to them, rather Rev Leon Evans looks at the damage to the main stage and baptism

Church 
struck 
by fire 

THIS is the scene of devas¬ 
tation caused by a fire at a 
church in Halesowen. 

The blaze, believed to 
have started due to an elec¬ 
trical fault, tore through 
Zion Christian Centre at 
around 4.30am on Sunday. 

Gaping holes have been 
left in the floor at the cen¬ 
tre’s auditorium with the 
ceiling panels left exposed 
and surfaces charred. 

Blackened walls are 
cracked and caked in soot 
after smoke filled the church 
in Little Cornbow. 

Further damage has been 
caused in the offices and 
meetings rooms at the cen¬ 
tre. 

A salon, which is below 
the stage of the auditorium 
on the ground floor, was also 
hit in the fire and huge pools 
of water have collected on 
its floor after 40 firefighters 
tackled the flames. 

Church members have 
only just been able to go into 
the church to start getting 
to grips with the damage. 

Reverend Leon Evans, 
who has been the pastor for 
15 years, said insurance as¬ 
sessors were looking at the 
damage, which is extensive’ 
but final costs were still 
being calculated.

MORE than 100 homes will be built on a new 
estate in a multi-million pound scheme to 
create affordable housing in Dudley. 

It is part of plans to build 350 homes in the bor¬ 
ough over the next five years in a £40m investment. 

More than £6m of the funding was confirmed this year by 
Government and Dudley Council is looking to find a part¬ 
ner to develop the first site and build 130 homes. Some will 


be council housing. 

The authority has pub¬ 
lished a public notice stat¬ 
ing they propose to dispose 
of land at the rear of Mid- 
dlepark Road and Russells 
Hall Road. 

Councillor Gaye Par¬ 
tridge, cabinet member for 
housing, said: “Following 
a successful bid from the 
Local Growth Fund, Dud¬ 
ley Council have published 
a tender document to select 
a house builder to build ap¬ 
proximately 130 homes, of 
which the council will retain 
the ownership of 42 prop¬ 
erties to add to its stock of 
council homes. 

Need 

“The remainder of the 
homes will be sold by the 
selected partner. This forms 
part of Dudley’s overall plan 
to deliver around 350 new 
council homes to meet local 
housing need over the next 
few years.” 

The builder’s proposals 
will be evaluated on the 
quality of the design and 
how it fits into the local en¬ 
vironment, she said. 

Cabinet members ap- 


by Kim Crayton-Brown 

proved the plans last year, 
which will see £15.6m in¬ 
vested over the next three 
years to get the scheme off 
the ground. 

As well as the £6.2m of 
Local Growth Funding, the 
council is looking to add a 
further £ 11.5m into the new 
build budget in 2018/19, 
spending a total of £40.6m 
over the next five years. 

Among the areas which 
could have housing are for¬ 
mer garage sites and the old 
archives building on Mount 
Pleasant Street in Coseley. 

The former Wren’s Nest 
Estate Office has also been 
earmarked for housing 
along with a site in Beech 
Road, Kingswinford, and 
the council will look to iden¬ 
tify additional sites. 

Meanwhile, in Coseley 
more than 60 acres of dis¬ 
used industrial land will 
be transformed to provide 
more than 900 homes and 
a supermarket. Skelton 
Group Investments want to 
create the 925-home estate, 
called Coseley Park.

New LED bulbs 
should slash 
lighting costs 

WORK to install new street lights 
across Sandwell started this week. 

Energy-saving bulbs will help cut 
an extra £140,000 from budgets, ac¬ 
cording to bosses at Sandwell Council. 

A four-month project is getting 
under way to replace more than 5,000 
street lights with new LED bulbs. 

The authority said the new lights, 
which use 74 per cent less energy 
than standard bulbs, will be installed 
between now and Christmas. 

More than 4,500 LED street lights 
have already been installed in neigh¬ 
bourhoods across the Sandwell bor¬ 
ough - meaning savings should top 
£240,000 a year in energy costs. 

The LED bulbs are virtually main¬ 
tenance-free and should last up to 25 
years, compared to the usual lifespan 
of six to seven years for a standard 
street light. The LED lights should 
help keep future bills low as energy 
costs rise, as well as reducing carbon 
emissions. 

Sandwell Council’s cabinet member 
for highways and environment Coun¬ 
cillor Maria Crompton said: “Our 
30,000 street lights use up a lot of en¬ 
ergy and cost a huge amount in terms 
of electricity. 

“There are many benefits to the 
new LED bulbs, not least the amount 
of money they will save. This saving is 
vitally important if we are to continue 
protecting our front line services.”

A CRACKDOWN has been launched 
on riders speeding around on mi¬ 
ni-motorbikes in Cradley Heath. 

Street Watch patrols have concen¬ 
trated on specific areas, including 
Slade Road and Homer Hill, after 
residents raised concerns.

Bistro move for old hardware shop

A FORMER hardware store in Hale¬ 
sowen will be converted into a bistro 
restaurant under new plans. 

Hobbs Corner has been acquired by 
Ruskin Properties. 

Nick Burton, of Ruskin Properties 
based in Stourbridge, said “Hobbs 
Corner is part of a small number of 
buildings in the town centre which 
have remained relatively unchanged 
for many years. 

“As a Black Country developer we 


are proud of our heritage and keen to 
ensure important historical sites re¬ 
main preserved. 

“The name ‘Hobbs’ is embedded 
in local history and we have worked 
closely with the Goodman family who 
have owned the site since 1850 to en¬ 
sure this remains the case for many 
years to come.” 

The firm will be talking with Dud¬ 
ley Council to seek permission to put 
tables and chairs at the front looking 


onto the square. The company’s plans 
are for the bistro to feature ethical¬ 
ly-sourced artisan coffees with a tra¬ 
ditional deli providing fresh bread, 
cakes, sandwiches and light meals. 

Mr Burton added: “We have a num¬ 
ber of interested parties looking to 
take the lease of the building and man¬ 
age the bistro restaurant, but are very 
keen to ensure it is the right person 
who can make this important corner of 
Halesowen thrive once more.” 


LACK of investment in the Black Country’s road network is 
costing businesses in the region’s billions of pounds. 

Colin Leighfield, transport chief of the Black Country Chamber of 
Commerce, says the region ‘is now being held in complete disregard’. 

He expects delays to major transport projects in the West Midlands, calling 
them ‘completely unacceptable’ at a time the Government had accepted plans 
for a £5bn rerouting of the M25 as part of the expansion of Heathrow Airport. 

Mr Leighfield said “We have calcu¬ 
lated the cost of road delays across the 
region and it is at least £2.5 billion. It 
is frankly absurd that our businesses 
are being penalised by successive gov¬ 
ernment failure to address real trans¬ 
port needs and to fritter vehicle excise 
duty in areas that are nothing to do 
with transport. 

“We have seen figures that show 
that for every £1 spent on improv¬ 
ing roads it provides £4 in economic 
growth and so wonder why successive 
governments have failed to invest.” 

He said due to an overspend on rail 
infrastructure and investment plans 
over the next five years projects like 
Midlands Connect will not be consid¬ 
ered for another 10 years. Midlands 
Connect aims to turn the Midlands 
into a transport hub for the country. 

He said: “This is completely unac¬ 
ceptable especially at a time when 
the Secretary of State for Transport 
has accepted the Davies Commission 
recommendation to expand Heathrow 
and with it the £5 billion on rerouting 
the UK’s busiest road, the M25. 

“It represents more than six times 
the annual capital spend on the West 
Midlands public transport infrastruc¬ 
ture.” 

Mr Leighfield added: “It appears 
that the Midlands Engine is now being 
held in complete disregard in favour of 
both the North and South.”

Andy’s new career 


is Comyn up trumps

An ex-pro player is proving 
there is life after football by 
carving out a new career. 

DAVID COSGROVE reports 


LIFE after football can be tough for 
many ex-professionals. 

Cocooned in the game from an early- 
age, many footballers don’t know any¬ 
thing other than life in the sport. 

Without any extra qualifications, or life 
experience, it can be hard to turn to another 
vocation when age and injury brings careers 
to an end. 

But Andy Comyn, the former Aston Villa 
and Albion defender, is an exception to the 
rule. 

Comyn has gone on to enjoy a successful 
second career after stepping away from the 
professional game in the 1990s and has joined 
Dudley College as vice principal for financial 
strategy and control. 

The 47-year-old, who also played for Plym¬ 
outh and Derby, left pro football in 1996, but 
went on to represent Hednesford Town in the 
non-league and was part of their famous run 
to the FA Cup fourth round. 

Bubble 

He admits that while his career has panned 
out well since, he has felt regret at what might 
have been, as he left the professional game 
aged just 28. 

Comyn, who was brought up in Stockport, 
joined Manchester United’s youth set-up aged 
16. 

Even as a teenager he had his head screwed 
on and wanted to get an education, rather than 
simply enjoy life in the footballing bubble. 

“I was always planning to go off to univer¬ 
sity,” he said. 

“Football is a fantastic career now and the 
money is unbelievable. At the time I was play¬ 
ing the money would’ve been slightly better 
than people would’ve paid elsewhere to a grad¬ 
uate - but not significantly so. 

“I think one reason for wanting to study at 
university was because around about that era 


you had the likes of Seb Coe who was really 
successful in athletics and he was at uni in 
Loughborough. 

“For some reason I had it in my head that 
I wanted to go to Loughborough, which had 
fantastic sporting facilities and a great sport¬ 
ing tradition. 

“That was just in my head from a young age 

- but after all that time thinking it would be 
Loughborough I ended up going to Birming¬ 
ham to study physics instead.” 

In fact, Comyn, who plied his footballing 
trade as a centre half, nearly didn’t have a 
professional career at all, after being released 
by United while still at university. 

Nearing the end of his final year studying 

- and with no career mapped out - he sent 
hopeful letters out to a couple of clubs in the 
Midlands, and it paid dividends. 

Comyn, who had played for Alvechurch dur¬ 


ing his time in Birmingham, said: “I was get¬ 
ting towards the end of that year and deciding 
what I was going to do with myself. 

“Then I decided to write off to Wolves and 
Villa - I don’t know why only those two clubs, 
but that’s what I did. 

“I didn’t hear anything back from Wolves 
but got a call from (Villa assistant manager) 
John Ward inviting me down to training. 

“I couldn’t go as it was right in the middle 
of my finals but thankfully we rearranged it.” 

Villa boss Graham Taylor saw Comyn play 
45 minutes of a practice match and snapped 
him up. He made his debut against Liverpool 
at Villa Park and spent two years at the club 

- during which he played 90 minutes in a cele¬ 
brated UEFA Cup win at home to Inter Milan 

- before moving on to Derby and Plymouth. 
While he was at the former, he successfully 

completed a book-keeping course at Sutton 


College, to make sure he kept his future ca¬ 
reer options open. After a two-month spell at 
Albion in 1996, he faced a big decision. “At the 
end of that season, manager Alan Buckley of¬ 
fered me a two-year contract,” he explained. 

“But he made it very clear to me that I was 
going to be the fourth choice centre half and I 
told him that was no good for me. 

“I was about to turn 28 and wanted to be 
playing regularly so I turned them down and 
was considering what to do.” 

But Comyn was approached by Hednesford 
Town boss John Baldwin who said he was 
interested. Baldwin owned two accountancy 
practices and said he could get the defender 
a job. 

This offered him a chance to make the most 
of his book-keeping qualification, a solid career 
and a chance to carry on playing football to a 
decent level - so he felt it was the right move.

Charting town’s history 
in commemorative trail 


HISTORIC events from Du¬ 
dley’s history are being set in 
stone across the town. 

A bomb explosion during the 
Second World War World and the 
unveiling of a statue dedicated to 
footballing hero Duncan Edwards 
are among those being commem¬ 
orated. 

Landmarks such as the Teddy 
Gray’s sweet shop and Dudley 
Castle as well as famous people 
such as world spring jumping 
champion Joe Darby and film 
director James Whale have also 
been highlighted as part of a new 
town trail. 

More than 30 plaques are being 
dotted around the Market Place and 
Castle Street leading to Coronation 
Gardens. 

Each 24-inch square plaque has 
been cast in bronze and features the

and a symbol of a Trilobite, the pre¬ 
historic fossil known as the Dudley 
Bug discovered at Wren’s Nest Nature 
Reserve. 

The collection of 33 stones have 
been designed by borough artist Steve 
Field and some also feature QR codes 
engraved into the bronze - which will 
allow instant download information in 
the future from mobile phone apps. 

The Time Trail plaques have been 
installed as part of the £6.7 million re¬ 
vamp of Dudley Market. 

A collection of ornate bronze 
plaques, highlighting the borough’s 
important events, buildings and peo¬ 
ple, is currently being installed in Mar¬ 
ket Place and Castle Street. 

This ‘time trail’ will also continue 
into Coronation Gardens as part of 
the £1.1 million revamp of that area. 


The selection of 33 plaques have been 
designed by borough artist Steve Field. 

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed, cabinet 
member for planning and economic 
development, said: “These plaques are 
an important part of the regeneration 
of Dudley and can be used by visitors 
to the borough to get a flavour of our 
heritage. 

“They will also be able to be used 
by schools and anyone interested in 
finding out more about our important 
history.” 

Events dedicated in stone include 
the siege of Dudley Castle in 1646, a 
bomb explosion in 1940 opposite St. 
Thomas’s Church and the Green Man 
pub which was reputedly haunted. 

The plaque honouring footballer 
Edwards, one of Manchester Unit¬ 
ed’s Busby Babes, who also played for 
England, has been placed behind the 
statue in Dudley High Street, installed 
in 1999. Work to install the rest of the 
plaques will take place in the coming 
weeks.

PUPILS at an Halesowen school 
are set to have even more fun at 
break time thanks to a bigger play¬ 
ground, grass football pitch and a 
forest area. 

Olive Hill Primary, in Springfield 
Road, has had the new play facili¬ 
ties as part of a package of improve¬ 
ments for the school. 

Head teacher Rachel Cutting 
said: “The children were very ex¬ 
cited to have a larger playground 
last year and to see the development 
of the new school field and forest 
area this year.

AN unqualified motorist with no 
licence who mowed down and 
seriously injured a pedestrian af¬ 
ter careering onto the pavement 
during a ‘joy ride’ has been jailed 
for three years and two months. 

Talwinder Sandhu had taken a 
friend’s Peugeot 308 without permis¬ 
sion and had cannabis in his system 
when he ploughed into Robert Wylde 
sending the 42-year-old cartwheeling 
into the air, a judge heard. 

The 22-year-old driver was travelling at 
no more than 40 mph in a 30 limit when 
he inexplicably lost control, went onto 
the wrong side of the road and mounted 
the pavement, hitting the victim who was 
speaking on his mobile phone at the time, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court was told. 

The car then hurtled into the side of the 
Wizard and Glass pub in Cradley Road, 
Cradley Heath damaging decking and 
brickwork. Sandhu was badly hurt and 
trapped in the wreckage. 

The pedestrian, who was taken to hos¬ 
pital and put in an induced coma for four 
days, broke both legs, his left ankle, right 
knee, right arm and fractured his spine. He 
spent six weeks in hospital and is still suf¬ 
fering the effects of the incident that hap¬ 
pened around 9pm on November 18. 

Sandhu was taken to court after treat¬ 
ment to his injuries and received an interim 
driving ban after admitting causing serious 
injury by dangerous driving. 

Incredibly just three weeks later he was 
caught driving erratically at the wheel of 
another car - a Ford Focus on false plates. 

Sandhu from Blowers Green Road, Dud¬ 
ley also pleaded guilty to having neither 
insurance nor driving licence, breaking the 
terms of a suspended sentence imposed 11 
days before the accident for permitting the 
production of cannabis and driving when 
disqualified three weeks after receiving the 
interim ban. 

He will be banned from driving for three 
years from the date of his release.

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Immigrant found tending 
cannabis factory is jailed 


get 


A VIETNAMESE illegal immigrant caught at a £600,000 can¬ 
nabis factory has been jailed for three years. 

Police found the large-scale operation when they raided Shenstone 
Industrial Estate in Bromsgrove Road, Halesowen, on July 31. 

Officers with a search warrant captured Toan B Chu as he tried to flee the 
factory, which had seven growing areas with a total of 647 plants. 
Wolverhampton Crown Court heard that the 27-year-old was arrested and 
taken to Brierley Hill police station for 
questioning. 

“In his interview, he said he was liv¬ 
ing in the UK illegally and arrived two 
years ago,” said Mr John Brotherton, 
prosecuting. “He had been in the unit 
for about 50 days after being taken 
there by two men he did not know and 
locked inside. He said he had not been 
forced or threatened. 

“His role was to tend the plants as 
a garden man. He had not been paid. 
Food and supplies were delivered to 
him by people he did not know. He 
said he was not involved in the setting 
up of the farm or the tampering of the 
electricity supply.” 

The 647 plants were found in vari¬ 
ous stages of growth and police experts 
their yield was up to £617,000. Utility 
firm Avon Power lost £23,106 after the 
electricity supply was bypassed. 

Chu admitted an offence of pro¬ 
duction of cannabis and an offence of 
abstraction of electricity at an earlier 
hearing. 

Defending, Mr Jonathan Barker 
said Chu had been exploited by others. 

Judge Stephen Eyre QC jailed Chu 
for a total of three years. He will then 
be deported. 

The judge also ordered the forfeiture 
and destruction of the drugs and the 
equipment. 


New homes 
set to 
charge points 

ELECTRIC vehicle charge points 
will be installed for residents of 75 
new homes at a multi-million pound 
scheme in West Bromwich. 

Plans for 75 homes at the Lyng es¬ 
tate development off Lyttleton Street 
were approved by Sandwell council¬ 
lors at a meeting last Wednesday. 

But an eleventh hour condition was 
added that the charge points must be 
installed at parking bays as the build 
is carried out. 

The idea, which is expected to 
save hundreds of pounds, had the 
unanimous support of the planning 
committee having been proposed by 
Councillor Liam Preece. 

He said: “This is something men¬ 
tioned in the training we as a commit¬ 
tee have received, but we have never 
recommended it. 

“Sandwell could be a ‘gold stand¬ 
ard’ on this if we could implement it 
in more schemes.”

SANDWELL Council leader Darren 
Cooper has defended the move to ad¬ 
vertise for a £100,000 director - say¬ 
ing planned changes at the top will 
save that amount each year. 

The council has released a job ad¬ 
vert for a director of business and 
commercial transformation - with a 
salary range of £87,200 to £101,687. 

Councillor Cooper said this position 
‘will pay for itself many times over’ 
and the council’s reduction in senior 
managers in recent years has saved 
more than £3 million a year. 

A new report ahead of the cabinet 
meeting on Wednesday sets out new 
changes to the council’s senior man¬ 
agement team, ‘which will deliver an 
additional £100,000 saving’.

It recommends scrapping two direc¬ 
tors’ posts, upgrading the current di¬ 
rector of adult social care to a new post 
as director of adult social care, health 
and wellbeing and also suggests set¬ 
ting up a new chief operations officer 
role in adult care, which will initially 
be temporary for two years. 

The report states: “Proposals in 
this report and the restructuring of 
the council’s senior management ar¬ 
rangements in recent years have al¬ 
ready delivered savings in excess of 
£3 million per annum and will deliver 
an additional £100,000 saving.”

Ms Mone, however, is a rarity in a 
list dominated by people whose record 
with their party and politics is being 
rewarded as much as their service to 
their country or community. 

Forlorn 

The House of Lords is past its best. 
Creaking at the seams it is the sec¬ 
ond largest legislative chamber in the 
world outside of China, a country with 
a population of almost 1.4 billion. 

The Liberal Democrats were very 
keen on making it elected. But that 
has not stopped them adding to the 
red benches with 11 of their own nom¬ 
inees - three more than the entirety of 
the sad and forlorn bunch of MPs they 
were left with after May. 

For while the Liberal Democrats 
were very keen indeed on serving the

will of the electorate, the electorate 
was not all that keen on them after 
five years of coalition. 

David Cameron, meanwhile, is 
likely to press ahead with moves 
to cut the number of MPs, who are 
elected by the people, but not mak¬ 
ing much more than noises about the 
number of Lords, who are not. 

The Prime Minister’s own crony¬ 
ism has dominated the debate on this 
over the past couple of days but my 
personal favourite addition to the list 
is from Labour. 

Their modest eight peers are almost 
all former MPs, save for Spencer Liv¬ 
ermore. This is the strategy and com¬ 
munications professional who became 
Labour’s campaign director for the 
General Election. 

Hmmm. Remind me how that 
turned out again? Still, as a new life

peer Lord Livermore will have to fight 
for his seat, er, nevermore, which 
must be rather nice. 

As for the West Midlands, the only 
new peer from these parts is the Lib¬ 
eral Democrat Lorely Burt, turfed out 
of her Solihull seat in favour of a Con¬ 
servative MP in May. 

Sedgley-born Baroness Burt will, 
we must hope, bring a bit of Black 
Country common sense to a house 
now welcoming an intake of donors, 
advisers, strategists and other party 
political types. 

Parliament will be at its best when 
it reflects the country it represents, 
not when its second chamber is used 
as a reward for political loyalty. 

And if all the parties are not careful, 
respect for and trust in it will sink so 
low, not even one of Michelle Mone’s 
bras could lift them.

Criticism over care 
as children neglected

SOCIAL workers at Dudley Coun¬ 
cil have been criticised after 
three children were ‘chronically 
neglected’ while under their care. 

The children, who were dirty, suffered 
bruises and burns and had head lice and 
cold sores, were known to the council after 
their mother was cautioned for neglect. 

But, two years on, concerned teachers 
reported the matter directly to police after 
becoming increasingly worried about the 
condition of the under-sevens. The prob¬ 
lems had persisted despite teachers flagging 
up the issues with social workers. 

After the police were called, a full inves¬ 
tigation was launched. The mother, who 
lives in Willenhall, was given a three-year 
community order with supervision by the 
probation service at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court. She had admitted three cases of 
child cruelty by way of neglect during Sep¬ 
tember and October last year. She had been 
cautioned in October 2012. 

Mr Paul Spratt, prosecuting, said: “This 
was chronic neglect. The woman was inca¬ 
pable of dealing with them in a proper man¬ 
ner when it came to bathing, clothing and 
caring for them.” 

The children are now in foster care. Their 
mother, who cannot be named, is allowed 
supervised contact. Their father played no 
part in their upbringing. 

Judge Martin Walsh said: “What is trou¬ 
bling is that the continued neglect occurred 
at a time when the children were in the care 
of the local authority. The offences arose 
when the local authority were responsible.” 

Miss Nicole Steers, defending, said: “This 
is not a case of intentional harm or neglect 
but of incompetence and ignorance.” 

Anthea Jones, for Dudley Council, said: 
“The children concerned were placed under 
a Care at Home order by the courts in Au¬ 
gust 2012. They were returned to their 
mother in October 2012 and the local au¬ 
thority continued to support the family 
under the Care at Home order until Octo¬ 
ber 2014 when concerns were raised and we 
acted to remove the children.” 


BUILDING Society staff had a 
mountain to climb to raise funds for 
Birmingham Children’s Hospital.

Katie West, 
regional fundraiser at Birmingham 
Children’s Hospital Charity, said: 
“We want to say a huge thank you 
to the team at The Tipton for taking 
on Mount Snowdon for our hospital. 

“Their hard work allowed them to 
finish in record time and their fan¬ 
tastic fundraising effort has raised 
a significant amount of money that 
will go a long way to helping our 
children and families.” 

Lee added: “It was really tough, 
but made that little bit easier know¬ 
ing that we were raising cash for 
such a worthy cause.”

TYRES, mattresses, sofas, fridges - 
the shocking mountain of rubbish 
dumped in a Black Country street by 
thoughtless fly-tippers. 

A community group filled six truck- 
loads of trash in just two hours when 
they tackled the rubbish mound off 
Jackson Street, Lye. 

Some 15 members of Tidy Stour¬ 
bridge worked with the council to 
clear three sofas, more than 20 tyres, 
roofing materials, stacks of wood, plas¬ 
tic tubs and general waste. There was 
even a drinks vending machine left at 
the site between High Street and the 
Lye by-pass. 

Roger Kendrick, of Tidy Stour¬ 
bridge, said the smell from the rubbish 
was ‘shocking’ and described it as one 
of the worst examples of fly-tipping he 
had ever seen. 

He added that Jackson Street had 
become a hotspot for fly-tippers. 

“If people are inclined to fly-tip this 
is probably the best spot in the whole 
borough,” he said. 


:o get to work on removing the me; 

“We all said that we’d not seen an¬ 
ything as bad as this load of rubbish 
before and most of it must have been 
fly-tipping. 

“We picked up about 80 bags of 
rubbish as the team from Tidy Stour¬ 
bridge. That is without including what 
was collected by the council’s staff.” 

Problems at the site were first spot¬ 
ted by Tidy Stourbridge members 
around three months ago but since 
then more rubbish had been left. 

The clean-up was carried out as 
a joint operation between the com¬ 
munity group and Dudley Council’s 
Street Cleaning Department 

Deputy Mayor Councillor Moham¬ 
med Hanif, Councillor Christine Perks 
and the council’s chief executive, 
Sarah Norman, helped clear the area. 

Mr Kendrick, added: “This was a 
really good exercise. When we first got 
there the rubbish was a real mountain. 

“Dave Wesson from the council and 
Sarah Norman both said they had 
never seen anything like it.”

A tale of two cities loaded with 
poetry, prose and the Plimsoll line 


THERE are no Hard Times in 
this tale of two cities. But what 
a Dickens of a history lesson we 
had. 

Bristol and Bath are just 12 miles apart 
and both are steeped in heritage - and fasci¬ 
nating literary connections. The former can 
lay claim to Robert Southey, a close friend 
of Wordsworth and Coleridge and who later 
become Poet Laureate. Coleridge himself 
launched the Watchman magazine in the 
city in 1795. 

Child genius Thomas Chatterton, who 
died at the age of 17, was born in the city, 
which is also home to award-winning writer 
and poet Helen Dunmore. 

More famous links are those of Robert 
Louis Stevenson and Daniel Defoe. Legend 
has it that Defoe based Robinson Crusoe 
on Alexander Selkirk, whom he met in the

Llandoger Trow in King Street. The Hole in 
the Wall pub, in Queens Square, reputedly 
forms the basis of the Spyglass pub in Rob¬ 
inson’s Treasure Island. Both feature in a 
list of hidden treasures, created by Mercure 
and Blue Badge tourism guides. 

Jane Austen, a one-time resident of 
neighbouring Bath, spent time in Bristol 
and is believed to have stayed in Clifton. 

But Bristol is also famed for other key 
maritime and engineering achievements. 
Italian explorer John Cabot is honoured 
with a statute. He settled in Bristol in 1840, 
and seven years later discovered Newfound¬ 
land. SS Brunei was the world’s longest 
passenger liner from 1845-54 and is now a 
leading visitor attraction and museum ship. 

Samuel Plimsoll, inventor of the ship 
loading line which bears his name, is an¬ 


other famous Bristolian. Concorde, the mo¬ 
torbike and sidecar - and even lead shot, 
originated in Bristol, as did Schweppes and 
Harvey’s Bristol Cream. Chocolatier Joseph 
Fry opened his first shop in the city in 1756. 

Wallace & Gromit maybe famous Bristol 
creations, but did you know that Deal or No 
Deal, Casualty and Shoestring - even Only 
Fools and Horses were all filmed there. 

All this and more my partner and I dis¬ 
covered when we stayed at the Mercure 
Bristol Holland House Hotel, welcoming 
accommodation in the centre of a vibrant 
and clean city. 

A recent transformation has seen its 
275 rooms and public spaces renovated, 
all giving a nod to the city’s industrial and 
sea-faring heritage. It also boasts 12 confer¬ 
ence rooms, a spa and 14 treatment rooms. 

We were also treated to Flavours From 
the Cellar, a wine concept launched by 


Saturday Kitchen’s Susie Barry and Peter 
Richards. Their offerings feature across 72 
of the chain’s hotels alongside other locally 
selected wines. 

The city offers so much to do, from the 
oldest established market, St Nicholas, 
which dates to 1873, the mall at Cribbs 
Causeway, housing 135 top stores, and the 
Avon Valley Railway nostalgia steam train. 

The next day, we headed to Bath, where 
its own literary connections should not be 
under-estimated. Austen aside, Franken¬ 
stein author Mary Shelley and her husband 
Percy Bysshe Shelley lodged there, Tobias 
Smollett penned part of his Expedition of 
Humphrey Clinker in the city and Dickens 
set part of Pickwick Papers there. Author 
Jacqueline Wilson was also born in Bath. 

We finished the weekend at Bath races 
where, a jockey named Hardy - Cam Hardie 
- to be precise, scored a double.

Mew adaptation hopes 
to be a novel success 


H ere’s a fact that may make 
some of those reading this 
article feel a little old - it’s 22 
years since Ken Russell’s adaptation 
of DH Lawrence’s controversial novel 
hit our TV screens. 

Back then, the sight of Sean Bean’s 
nether regions as he ran through the 
woods while chasing a naked Joely 
Richardson raised eyebrows and 
temperatures - and those who have 
seen the latest version of the tale 
claim it’s all set to shock a new 
generation too. 

Yes, even in an age where almost 
anything can be depicted on screen - 
or at least in Game of Thrones 
anyway - some people can still be 
surprised by what appears on a TV 
screen in the 21st century. 

However, Richard Madden, who 
also stars in the aforementioned 
adaptations of author George RR 
Martin’s work, is quick to allay any 
fears that this take is nothing but a 
long, sordid romp. 

“Come on guys, we’ve got Google,” 
he laughs. ‘There’s nothing that’s 
going to shock us that we’re going to 


do in Lady Chatterley’s Lover, is 
there? 

‘All that stigma, all that smut’s gone 
and it’s actually just about these three 
people, which is the fascinating story 
of it. There’s sex and passion in it, but 
we’re not going to shock people like 
the book did.” 

The original novel was published in 
an abridged form in Britain in 1932; it 
took another 28 years before a full, 
unexpurgated version hit shelves, 
leading to an infamous obscenity trial 
involving Penguin Books. The 
publisher was found innocent, and the 
novel has remained in circulation ever 
since. 

The three people mentioned by 
Madden are Oliver Mellors, the 
gamekeeper he himself plays, and his 
employers - Sir Clifford Chatterley and 
his wife, Lady Constance. 

The Chatterleys are happily married 
until Sir Clifford returns from the First 
World War. Left impotent and 
wheelchair-bound by wounds suffered 
on the front line, he is a shadow of the 
dashing aristocrat he once was. As he 
becomes increasingly distant, 


Constance finds herself becoming 
drawn to the brooding and lonely 
Mellors. 

In 1920s Britain, the idea of a 
servant cavorting with a member of 
the upper classes was shocking, 
scandalous and could end with them 
both being ostracised by their peers. 
Nevertheless, Mellors and Constance 
embark on an affair. 

Sir Clifford begins to suspect 
something is going on, and despite 
his disabilities, it’s clear his vengeance 
will be ruthless if the truth comes out. 

Playing the Chatterleys are James 
Norton and Holliday Grainger, but it’s 
Madden who is gaining the most 
attention from his participation in the 
project. 

The trailer shows him bare-chested, 
and some observers have suggested 
the role could do for his career what 
Poldark has done for Aidan Turner’s. 

The screenplay has been penned 
by Jed Mercurio, whose previous 
credits include Bodies, Cardiac Arrest, 
The Grimleys and Line of Duty. A 
novelist himself, it would appear that 
Lawrence’s work is in safe hands.

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Bangers selling like hot cakes 


Sales of ‘banger’ cars are ris¬ 
ing fast, while prices are even 
increasing for cars aged 10.5 
years old and over. 

Even though there are now more 
bangers coming on to the market, 
the average price paid at auction 
for this type of car at auction has 
risen from £725 in 2013 to £875 in 
June 2015. 

The availability of cheap PCP (per¬ 
sonal contract plan) deals for new cars 
has encouraged many drivers to give 
up their bangers. 

However, even with more bangers 
coming on to the market, there has 
been a substantial rise in demand that 


means there are more buyers than cars 
available, so prices have firmed up. 

Rupert Pontin, head of valuations at 
Glass’s, said: “We are seeing some¬ 
thing interesting going on. 

“Since the start of 2013, the number 
of cars over 10.5 years old being sold 
at auction has increased by around 50 
per cent. 

“We believe this is because large 
numbers of buyers are selling their 
bangers and signing up to low-cost 
new and used car PCP deals to get be¬ 
hind the wheel of a newer model. 

“However, instead of this flood of 
bangers entering the market leading to 
a collapse in values, they have actually 
increased quite substantially. Enough 


new buyers are entering the market 
to soak up the extra volume and the 
banger market is actually in excellent 
health.” 

Pontin added: “Partially this is as a 
result of improving economic condi¬ 
tions as more people are feeling confi¬ 
dent about buying and running a car at 
the entry level. However, the quality of 
older cars on sale is improving all the 
time, which helps. 

“We see many bangers going 
through auction in excellent condi¬ 
tion at very reasonable prices and, for 
many people, they make extremely 
sensible purchases. 

“It is very much a case of: The bang¬ 
er is dead. Long live the banger’.”

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Wagon that sets the pace

It’s a little disappointing when a 
car you’ve booked for a media 
test is delayed. But these things 
happen and so it did with my 
booking of the all road estate the 
SEAT Leon X-PERIENCE which 
had been bumped by the previ¬ 
ous journo driving it. 

However the very helpful press office 
sent me a replacement to ‘fill the gap’ 
another Leon ST wagon - but a very 
different car indeed under the bonnet! 

It was the Leon ST Cupra - indeed a car 
that combines the space of a wagon (like 
the X-PERIENCE) but with simply superb 
pace. It’s the fastest car SEAT has ever 
made. You can get hot estates that hold 
more behind but you simply won’t get a 
more thrilling drive. 



That’s all down to the 280bhp in the 2.0 
litre engine which can propel you from 
0-62mph in just 6.1 seconds and can (on 
German autobahns where it’s legal) reach 
155mph. 

OK economy may not be staggering - you 
can get just over 42 mpg in a combined 
cycle - and C02 emissions may not please 
environmentalists at 157 g/km but what the 
heck when you can get a family load lugger 
that makes you positively beam when out 
on the road. You can’t say that about many 
estates. 

So just what do you get? For a start there’s 
587 litres of luggage space that expands to a 
massive (for this car anyway) 1,470 with the 
rear seats down. 

The finish is smart, refined and classy with 
good quality finish and well laid out. There’s 
Alcantara trim on the supportive sports 
seats, piano-style black gloss on the dash¬ 
board and contrasting leather strips to the 
doors. And it all feels very well built. 

Impressive practicality with 587-litre boot, 
rising to 1,410 litres with seats folded using 
Easy Rear Seat-back Release Mechanism, 
plus chrome loading sill and double boot 
floor design 

There’s generous standard equipment 
including: air conditioning, remote central 
locking, SEAT Easy Connect five-inch touch¬ 
screen media system, including Bluetooth 
phone preparation and media streaming, SD 
card slot, AUX-in and USB ports and steering 
wheel controls. On the safety front the list in¬ 
cludes multi-collision brake, lane assist and 
tiredness recognition. 

And now we come to the all-important 
drive. Apart from the fact it is extremely 
quick, it is also very responsive. My com¬ 
mute into work on winding B roads was pure

pleasure, something that’s not always the 
case mainly due to the condition of the 
surfaces. But the chassis in the Cupra is 
excellent and absorbed most of the jarring 
usually caused by the numerous potholes 
along the way. It is also a a comfortable 
cruiser along the motorways. 

On top of all that it is a handsome look¬ 
ing car attracting admiring looks and also 
approved by my much-loved dog who lets 
me know in no uncertain way if he doesn’t 
like the ride by the indignant looks as he 
imperiously exits a vehicle. 


I had the six-speed manual version 
which costs £29,205. Added to that was an 
upgraded navigation system for £680 and 
was worth every penny, while the £505 ex¬ 
tra of the orange line finish which included 
orange alloy wheels, door mirrors, tailgate 
lettering, front grille surround were, to me, 
just a little bit tacky. 

A leather pack which included leather 
bolsters and winter treats such as heated 
front seats and headlight washer system 
added a further £1,055.

Luxurious 
but also a 
sure-footed 
workhorse 

By John Griffiths 


It may well go down in history as one of those 
magic ‘eureka’ moments when some bright 
spark in the West Midlands decided to cross 
a rough, tough agricultural workhorse with a 
flagship luxury car. 

The result, 45 years ago in June, was the launch 
of the Range Rover which has proved a huge suc¬ 
cess for British business, and one of the world’s most 
desirable cars - outselling the limousine flagships of 
many of its competitors, let alone rival SUVs. 

Strong sales at home here in the UK, in America and Eu¬ 
rope have now been overtaken by sales in China. Yes, it’s 
expensive to buy and run but that’s undoubtedly part of its 
appeal in the dizzy heights of the luxury car market. 

When you get behind the wheel of a Range Rover, it 
doesn’t say you’re going somewhere. It says you’ve arrived. 

Yet the company is also conscious of its critics which is 
why the 2015 version of the V6 diesel is cleaner and more 
efficient than ever, capable of better than 40mpg and cutting 
C02 emissions by 8.5 per cent. That’s pretty impressive for 
an engine capable of hauling more than two tonnes of car 
from a standstill to 60mph in a mere 7.4 seconds. 

The changes, including a new turbocharging system, are 
part of a raft of mechanical and technological upgrades for 
the latest Range Rovers, continuing a history of innovation 
which has left rivals struggling to keep pace. 

The test car was the £81,850, 3.0 litre TDV6 in popular 
Vogue SE specification. While it’s officially the lowest pow¬ 
ered Range Rover, it still has 285PS of power and a whop¬ 
ping 600Nm of torque - more than enough for tackling rough 
terrain or towing, let alone hustling along the motorway. 

While the re-engineered V6 is more frugal at the pumps, 
its lower, 182g/km C02 rating cuts tax bills, too. 

Linked to an impressively rapid and smooth eight-speed 
automatic gearbox, progress can only be described as re¬ 
fined, particularly during motorway cruising where you’re 
truly isolated from the outside elements. 

There are few, if any cars which provide such a supple, 
cossetting ride. It’s like floating on air - which of course you 
are, since the Range Rover has an automatic air suspension 
system design to beat the vagaries of the road. 

The added benefit is that it also compensates for corner¬ 
ing forces, and excessive dive under braking, so reducing 
the ‘rock and roll’ ride of more conventionally sprung SUVs. 

Effortless 

You’ll always be aware, particularly on twisty B-roads, that 
you’re driving a big vehicle but despite that the Range Rov¬ 
er is almost surprisingly nimble. Driving, and parking, are 
effortless. 

Another innovation in this 2015 model is the Land Rov¬ 
er-developed All-Terrain Progress Control, which allows you 
to set a low crawl speed over rough ground and obstacles 
for maximum traction, while allowing the driver to give his 
full attention to steering. 

A £175 option, it complements the existing terrain re¬ 
sponse system. You simply punch one of the buttons such 
as ‘snow and ice’ or ‘mud and ruts’ and the engine, trans¬ 
mission, four wheel drive system, suspension and all the 
electronic aids are set for optimum traction and control for 
the circumstances. 

It is the latest in a long line of technical innovations which 
has kept the Range Rover ahead of the pack: it was the first 
SUV to have ABS as standard, the first with traction control 
and the first with automatic air suspension. 

While the vehicle is principally bought as a luxury vehicle, 
it’s part of the Land Rover creed that it has to be the best off¬ 
road too - even if the great majority of owners rarely if ever 
venture off hard surfaces. 

The list of equipment is too long to list, but some of the 
highlights include a ‘surround sound’ audio, adaptive cruise 
control, parking sensors and camera, navigation system 
and electrically operated just about everything. 

The test car was also fitted with a new to Range Rover 
head-up display, whereby selected information is projected 
onto a screen above the dash and closer to your eyeline. 
Derived from jet fighter technology, it allows you to see cru¬ 
cial information such as navigation prompts - and more cru¬ 
cially speed - without taking your eyes off the road ahead. 

The latest power option is the V6 diesel combined with 
an electric motor. It’s quicker and around 10 per cent more 
economical than even the V6 diesel, but the cost of showing 
off your green credentials is £110,150, only slightly offset by 
fuel savings and lower tax liability of a 169g/km C02 rating. 

The current, fourth generation Range Rover first appeared 
in 2012 but the improvements to this 2015 test car shows 
Land Rover is not a company that rests on its laurels. 

Having known the company for quite a number of years, 
it seems to attract (or perhaps make) individuals who don’t 
just want to build a good car: they’re constantly striving to 
be the best. That perhaps is the secret of its success.

She started in lane seven, with fellow Briton Holly 
Hibbott beside her in lane six, but it was Australian 
Tamsin Cook who took the crown - setting a new 
championship record in the process. 

Gold medallist Cook was joined on the podium by 
American Sierra Schmidt who won silver and Ital¬ 
ian Linda Caponi with bronze. Carl Grosvenor, who 


coaches Finch at Birmingham Swimming, said he 
was proud of her performance in a final where she 
competed against hugely talented swimmers. 

Finch was also looking to replicate her 400m suc¬ 
cess in the 200m freestyle heat last Sunday - the 
final day of the World Junior Swimming Champi¬ 
onships.

TONY Pulis was always guaranteed a 
warm reception on his return to the 
Britannia Stadium. 

But not in his wildest dreams could the 
Albion head coach have guessed his former 
club would be quite so charitable. 

Two moments of first-half madness, first from 
Ibrahim Afellay and then Charlie Adam, saw 
Stoke reduced to nine men and the Baggies as 
good as handed the game on a plate. 

Even then, it was a gift they appeared almost 
reluctant to accept. 

In the end, Salomon Rondon’s first goal for the 
club was enough to secure a first league win of 
the season on another day when Pulis’ men failed 
to fully convince. 

One big positive was the performance of Ron¬ 
don, who took his goal with real skill and kept 
the Stoke backline honest for much of the game. 
The £12million striker still has plenty of room for 
improvement, but the initial signs are he could 
well prove worth the hefty transfer fee. 

Dropping 

There was also a quietly impressive perfor¬ 
mance from the club’s other summer signing on 
the forward line, Rickie Lambert, who provided 
the cross for Rondon’s goal after being introduced 
10 minutes before the break. Frequently drop¬ 
ping deep to take up possession, he displayed a 
defter side to his game. 

On Saturday his wingers, James McClean and 
Callum McManaman, performed solidy enough 
but were too often let down by their final bah. 

Disciplined as Stoke were at the back, Albion 
didn’t have the necessary nous to drive home 
their advantage and home keeper Jack Butland 
was largely untested during the second half de¬ 
spite the visitors enjoying a two-man advantage. 

The initial team selection gave the impression 
Pulis would be happy with a point but he was 
quick to try to ram home the advantage so soon 
after the hosts had been reduced to nine. 

Ultimately, it proved enough. But there will be 
few other days when Albion are able to count on 
such indiscipline from an opponent or favourable 
refereeing calls, with Craig Gardner perhaps for¬ 
tunate not to follow Afellay for his part in their 
skirmish. For now, the result is enough but the 
performances will soon have to follow.
